The winter feeding period, of the Missouri Station cattle feed- 
ing experiment in progress at Columbia, closed May 17, 1928 and 
six lots of cattle were turned on grass; some to be full fed, others 
grazed for 56 days before going on feed. One lot of grade Here- 
ford western calves and one lot of grade Hereford natives which 
have been full fed thru the winter will be full fed in dry lot until 
June 15th and then marketed. 

Grade Hereford western bred calves went into the feed lot De- 
cember Ist weighing around 320 lbs. One lot full fed on a grain 
ration of 8 parts shelled corn, 1 part cottonseed meal, corn silage 
and hay, weighed 686 lbs. on

In this first attempt to compare native steers with western 
steers, a difference of nearly 100 lbs. in weight at the beginning is 
noted, and the natives were somewhat fatter. They are 70 lbs. 
heavier at this time and valued at 35c more per 100. Their gains 
have been somewhat more expensive, due probably to the higher 
condition at the start. 

Three lots of grade Hereford western calves weighing 320 lbs.

This class of cattle usually meets an appreciative 
market in the fall and has furnished a market for a relatively large 
quantity of feed.

How- 
ever the quality of the cattle was likewise 
superior, it is quite safe to say that the 

uality was much better than the prices 
aa indicate. -For some reason East St. 
Louis seems to have lost its grip as an en- 
ticing place to sell Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle. Col. Cooper did the selling and 
found that the buyers would readily go to 
prices shown in the accompanying list but 
that they could not be coaxed to higher

i ation. In the first place the top five 
— made an average of $194.00 and the 
top five cows made an average of $191.00. 
Another interesting fact is that the top five 
animals averaged $232.00 each while the top 
ten reached $197.50. For the most part 
these cattle were presented in excellent con- 
dition. The bulls sold just under last year’s 
prices and the cows increased better than 

irty per cent over a year ago. . 
When we arrived at the barn about eight 
o’clock sale morning there were a number 
of buyers present going over the cattle and 
this number gradually increased until there 
were men enough present to fill the three 
rows of seats across from the auction box, 
and enough more to line the rail down in 
front. A good many men went home with- 
out bulls. The bulls they had marked in 
their catalogs went a bid or two higher 
than they wanted to go and the others they 
seemed to have but little interest in. When 
these men begin to travel around to locate 
bulls that will suit they are going to find 
that they have taken on a pretty big job. 
And then too, they are going to discover 
further that the men who have the bulls 
that suit are not going to be interested in 
the prices these prospective buyers are go- 
ing to suggest. 

Charles J. Colclasure, of Aledo, Illinois, 
brought down an intensely bred Blackcap 
cow with a real heifer calf at foot and re- 
bred to the same bull, a grandson of Black- 
cap Bertram, that sold at the top of the 
sale to J. F. Thornton, of New Berlin, IIli- 
nois, bringing $275.00. She looked like the 
bargain of the sale season. A beautifully 
bred Blackeap. of excellent type and con- 
formation, and a wonderfully good breed- 
ing cow. Cows of this calibre can not be 
taken out of breeding herds on _ private 
treaty these days at much less than $500.00 
per head. 

W. H. Mummert, of Astoria. Illinois, pre- 
sented the next high cow, and she was an- 
other richly bred Blackeap with a sweet 
heifer calf about a week old and sired by 
Blackcap Revolt a son of Ear Marshall. W. 
C.. Calhoun, of Franklin, Illinois, captured 
this prize at $255.00. She is a little young- 
er than the other cow and would be placed 
in about the same class. Both were smooth, 
full of quality and nicely balanced. 

Mr. Mummert presented the top bull for 
which Mr. Calhoun paid $240.00. This was 
Blackcap Revolt M. 2d by Blackeap Revolt 
by Earl Marshall and out of the same cow, 
Intensive Blackeap, that sired the cow 
which Mr. Calhoun purchased. Bulls much 
the type and quality of this one have been 
selling this season around $350 to $400 on 
various occasions. 


Mr. Schwarm had a fine string of bulls, 
among them some real good ones, that were 
sold far below their values. He presented 
Blackberry’s Post a son of Postman 2d and 
he sold at $200.00 the second high price 
for bulls, going to Mr. E. L. Weaver, of 
Farmington, Illinois. One good carlot bull 
buyer would have put a different color to 
this event. While there were buyers repre- 
sented from many states, Missouri and IIli- 
nois took all but one of the animals offered. 
This single exception went to Dr. S. O. 
Sublette, of Kentucky, being Blackcapper 
5th, a double bred Blackcap bull offered by 
Mrs. Emma S. Pontious & Son, of Loogoo- 
tee, Illinois.

UNIVERSAL STANDARDS WOULD 
INCREASE MEAT CONSUMPTION. 

The use of universal standards in all branches of the live stock 
and meat industry would effect economies in production and dis- 
tribution costs, and result ultimately in increased consumption 


through the ability of consumers to buy meats according to speci- | 
fied grade, according to C. E. Gibbons, senior marketing specialist | 
of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States Depart- | 


ment of Agriculture. 


“Unless the consumer can obtain meat which, in all essential | 


respects, comes up to his requirements and expectations,” Mr. Gib- 
bons says, “he is likely to use less and less of this commodity and 
may eventually turn largely to other food products. From obser- 
vation it seems likely that in every section of the country meat 
consumption is falling considerably short of its maximum possibil- 
ities largely because consumers so often find their meat purchases 
disappointing in that they fail to give a degree of satisfaction 
commensurate with their cost.” 

Most of this disappointment can be eliminated by the use of 
universal standards, according to this Federal authority, who 
points out also the advantages of standards to producers, live stock 
markets, market reporters, packers, and retailers. Stockmen, Mr. 
Gibbons declares, need more complete information regarding the 
needs and preferences of consumers, a better understanding of the 
methods, practices and prices prevailing in stock yards, and 4 
broader knowledge of basic economic conditions affecting the live 
stock and meat industries. Fixed universal standards and a stand- 
ardized trade language will assist the stockman materially in ob- 
taining this information. 

The confusion of trade nomenclature and designations for the 
various qualities of live stock and meats, Mr. Gibbons declares, 
has been a limiting factor in the development of the industry. Fol- 
lowing many years of study of the situation the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics has formulated standards [Continued on page B

and a Variety of Roads 


ch went out like a lion. To this 
Peo Iowa will testify to a man. The 
north sent down her (we hope) last procla- 
mation of winter’s departure enshrouded in 
chill sleet and snow. First some snow, then 
some sleet and then some more snow just 
as the month was closing. Thus Easter 
dash and pomp failed to materialize in the 
form of special toggery parades. April 
peeped in on this scene, brought along a 
bundle of warmth that hastened the snow 
and ice off the face of the earth. 

But alas, the damage had been done. Pole 
lines of all descriptions had been laid low 
all over the state of Iowa, the additional 
moisture and its rapid transforming into 
water lifted the frost from north Lowa’s 
best graveled roads, ugly holes appeared in 
the least expected and the most unnecessary 
places all of which tended to retard pro- 
gress upon the highways. 

For us there was a call of the south. It 
was spring vacation time. Dick and I and 
our faithful friend “Jack” found it pretty 
tough going. Three hours and thirty min- 
utes were required to make the first forty- 
five miles to Ames. Rather discouraging 
this might have been to those of less exper- 
ience and determination. Hard roads from 
this point nearly all the way brought us up 
for the night at Aledo, Illinois, hoping of 
course to visit the fine lot of breeders hav- 
ing herds near that city. An over abund- 
ance of moisture in that section required 
keeping strictly to the “slab” so the purpose 
of the trip over there was thwarted. 

Down state a little further conditions 
were more favorable except for the high 
waters from further up country. The Ham- 
ilton boys, Ray and Leslie, who have an 
excellent herd of exceptionally well bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are located at Good 
Hope. Their place is a mile or so off the 
hard road but the going was not so bad, dry 
and rough. It was worth the effort to get 
over to their place, a thousand or more 
acres of beautifully laying land. Both these 
gentlemen had put their lawn mowers to 
work. In their spacious front yards they 
had turned a bunch of fine ewes with their 
baby lambs—and they were doing the work 
in good form. The lawns looked fine. The 
early shrubs being carefully protected forc- 
ed the “woolies” to keep to the grass. 


For the most part the breeding cattle 
were in distant pastures and fields, not that 
day available. At Leslie’s place we found 
a bunch of black calves on feed. There were 
a few very choice heifers here too. Ex- 
cellent breeding and about as much indi- 
viduality as one might well ask to see in so 
young things. The two aged herd bulls are 
being used in a relay system on the cows in 
the fields. One was at the barn this day 
taking his rest and building up for the days 
just ahead. Their herd bulls are well bal- 
anced, deep and smooth and the young 
things attest strongly in their behalf as 
sires of the right kind. 

Just across the road at Ray’s place we 
found a few young things, a bull, a heifer 
and a couple of club steers. Just such a 
practical collection of outstanding things as 
would do good to the soul of any ambitious 
cowman who might drop in to take a look 
at what someone else is doing with Doddies. 
It was difficult to break away from these 


men, they are so deeply interested in their 
cattle that it was no easy task to find a 
place to leave off. Preparation for field 
work was going on quite extensively here. 
The winter wheat had suffered badly and 
was not in the best of form. 


A little more than fifty miles further 
south is the city of Mt. Sterling, quite an 
Aberdeen-Angus center too. Most conspic- 
uous here is the Meadow View herd of the 
Mobleys. About 100 head of Doddies on 
this place, a good sized bunch of them were 
at the barns across a creek from the house, 
and over on a hillside. In one lot was a 
fine bunch of steers enjoying a sun bath 
and having access to well filled feed bunks 
within the barn. Looks like the Mobley 
boys are going to make trouble for a lot of 
folks at the club shows this fall. At least 
three excellent prospects were in this group, 
perhaps more. Around the corner of the 
barn peered a short, wide head, which we 
soon discovered belonged to the new herd 
bull, Briarcliff Perpetual 416712, whose sire 
is a son of Blackcap Revolution and whose 
dam is also a granddaughter of Blackcap 
Revolution. This youngster has done well 
since the International sale where the Mob- 
leys purchased him as one of the greatest 
prospects they had seen. He is a deep, 
thick one, and as smooth as an eel. Just 
the sort to nick well with Meadow View 
females. 

Over in another paddock the three year 
old herd bull Eberfield 4th 394224, bred by 
E. A. Schwarm and purchased in the 1928 
St. Louis breeders sale was sunning him- 
self. He is a bull of good balance and gen- 
eral conformation. Has nice disposition 
and is a good handler, lowset, and deep, and 
carries a strong top line. 

Meadow View farm is this spring popu- 
lated with a very fine showing of Poland 
Chinas. Some ten or eleven litters of sturdy 
little fellows were scampering about the 
brood house. The sows are of good type, 
one especially fine registerd sow caught our 
eye. There are 229 acres of fine laying 
rich land in the Meadow View farm which 
lies a short way south of the city of Mt. 
Sterling. The old home place of 260 acres 
is near Cooperstown and still another 150 
acre tract lies in the southwest part of the 
county. 

By this time is seemed quite necessary to 
be on the way as considerable of a detour 
lay between Mt. Sterling and St. Louis. 
The water was so high that it was neces- 
sary to go by way of Springfield. Night 
overtook us at Edwardsville. By eight 
o’clock next morning the sale pavillion at 
the East St. Louis yards had been reached 
where a “bunch” of visiting set in. The 
sale report appears elsewhere today. Late 
in the afternoon, immediately following the 
sale of the last animal, we were on our way 
north. At Palmyra a good night’s rest got 
us ready for a rough old ride toward Kirks- 
ville. 

By the way Kirksville, Missouri, it quite 
an Aberdeen-Angus center. We dropped 
into Judge Mills’ office immediately follow- 
ing lunch and spoiled for him a perfectly 
good afternoon. Somehow these boys just 
won’t work when we are around. A trip to 
the Mills & Anderson farms southeast of 
the city proved quite a treat. Here for the 


first time we saw Blackcap Clipper, calved 
September, 1915. The old boy was in a 
five acre lot; keen as a whip and as alert 
and active as a yearling—head up and eyes 
bright—that day he was showing a splendid 
straight, broad top line, plenty of body 
depth, full quarters and splendid underline. 
An extra good tail head—no wonder his 
calves show strength and character. Looks 
like he would be good for many years yet. 
In a box over near the horse barn Earl 
Marshall 7th another bull of much the same 
temperament and refinement made us think 
quickly of his old daddy, Earl Marshall. 
This fellow is being used on the Clipper 
heifers and the calves are splendid. A doz- 
en or fifteen young bulls, many of them 
about old enough for service came in for a 
once over. Then off to the woodland pas- 
ture where seventy-five or eighty head of 
cows and heifers are this spring to bring 
their calves, many of which have already 
arrived. They were a rugged set showing 
the effects of a rigorous winter but in good 
condition to grow excellent calves. 


Usually there is some other attractions 
on an Aberdeen-Angus farm. Here Mr. 
Anderson has a pet in a beautifully balanc- 
ed clean legged two year old Percheron 
Stallion which he brought out for show. A 
fine colt that they will be through with as 
soon as their mares are bred this spring. 

Back on the slab to Millard and then out 
on two miles of mud. This brought us up 
at the front gate of one of the excellent 
farms in that section of the country. Known 
widely for its excellent Jersey cattle and 
Berkshire swine. Before leaving Kirksville, 
Mr. Mills had escorted us over to Dr. Laugh- 
lin’s office at the hospital, but the doctor 
was so busy that he could not get away so 
John and I made the trip alone. The new 
manager here, Carl Anderson, formerly 
from Minnesota, and his good wife are mak- 
ing some marks along the line of progress 
in developing this place into one of the real 
show places in the country. Carl is using 
Entrail Marshall and Blackcap Clipper 24th 
as herd bulls, both of which have some ex- 
cellent calves in the pastures already this 
spring. The bulls are what might well be 
expected from their ancestors. Good type, 
well balanced and breeders of high class 
cattle. 

Near the barn was a pen containing a 
dozen or fifteen new born calves, they were 
straight, lowset, beautifully headed little 
things. On this particular farm Dr. Laugh- 
lin has about one hundred head of breeding 
cows and heifers, among them a lot of most 
excellent individuals as we discovered as we 
tramped through the woodland pastures 
where the grass was already in fine shape. 
Time forbade going over to another pasture 
to see still other Doddies as well as going 
around to see several other herds in that 
part of the state. Our schedule called for 
home that night, so home it was—and bed- 
time too. So goes the life of a modern 
cowboy.

“That is not all, I sold some of her heif- 
ers to Frank Stoner of South English, 
Iowa, and he says they are the best milk 
and butter cows he ever owned, regardless 
of any of the dairy breeds.”

And This is the Reason. 

In reporting the Christmas show at Los 
Angeles the Journal inquired why a Christ- 
mas show should be made the first week in 
December. Editor Nelson R. Crow of the 
Farm and Ranch explains the matter in 
this way: “Answering your question in the 
first paragraph as to why the show is call- 
ed the Christmas Live Stock Week, this is 
because the Los Angeles meat trade puts 
on a very strong campaign to sell the show 
meat during the Christmas holidays. By 
holding it the first week in December the 
meat is just about properly cured by Christ- 
mas time. 

“In Los Angles we feel that as far as 
the meat producing animals are concerned 
that the real value to be gained from such 
an exposition is in building up a demand for 
choice meats. For that reason we have 
gone to great expense in building up our 
fat stock show and in advertising the show 
to the wholesale and the retail meat trade 
and consumers in general. Following our 
show, just a week before Christmas, three 
of the largest Los Angeles meat packers 
put on their own Christmas meat shows 
featuring prize carcasses from our show. 
You will be interested to know that more 
than 100,000 consumers visited the coolers 
during these week-end meat shows at the 
packing houses.”

Shippers Score Again. 

According to a recent decision of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission the live 
stock shippers have scored a victory in be- 
half of reduced rates. The ruling was 
brought about through a test case brought 
over a year ago by the Northwestern Live 
Stock Shippers Traffic League through its 
attorney Arthur M. Geary, complaint was 
made that a certain shipment of live stock 
had been made from a point in Illinois to 
a point in Oregon, and that an excessive 
rate had been applied. In the car there 
were a bull valued at $800.00 and twenty- 
five cows and calves valued at $130.00 each. 
The railroads collected freight charges bas- 
ed upon the fiction that each of the cows 
and calves was of the same value as the 
$800.00 bull. 

The railroad tariffs provide a table set- 
ting forth certain “basic” or “standard” 
values of different kinds of live stock. 
When animals chiefly valuable for breed- 
ing, racing, show purposes, or other spec- 
ial uses, of values higher than these “basic” 
values, are shipped an extra charge is made 


in the freight. This extra charge is based 
on the percentage by which the value of the 
animals shipped exceeds the “basic” value. 

Under the old ruling, the tariffs provid- 
ed that a carload shipment of fancy live 
stock of mixed kinds should be charged on 
the basis of the carload rate applicable on 
the highest valued animal or group of ani- 
mals in the car. 

The Commission found the above rule un- 
reasonable and decided that the additional 
rate to be charged for transportation of 
special value live stock should depend upon 
the difference between the aggregate value 
of all the animals shipped and the aggre- 
gate “basic” value of the same number and 
kind of ordinary live stock. 

On a shipment of special value live stock, 
if there happened to be one animal of ex- 
ceptional value of one kind in the car, the 
freight rate on the entire car load, under 
the old rule, was computed as though all 
the animals were of that high value; where- 
as, under the new rule the freight rate is 
determined by taking into consideration the 
actual value of all the animals.

Minnesota Cattle Feeders’ Day 


Farmers who raise beef cattle or who 
buy thin cattle and fatten them for market 
will find a trip to University Farm on May 
7, well worth their time and expense. May 
7 is the date set by the Animal Husbandry 
Department, University Farm, for the an- 
nual one day cattle feeders’ meeting for 
1929. 

During the winter, a group of sixty year- 
ling grade Shorthorn steers purchased on 
the South St. Paul market last November, 
have been fattened in six lots of ten steers 
each and on six different rations, and will 
be on exhibition to demonstrate for them- 
selves the results secured with the several 
different rations. 

The use of molasses in the ration for fat- 
tening cattle has been the subject of the 
study made with the cattle. One lot of cat- 
tle has been fed a standard Minnesota farm 
grown ration without the addition of mo- 
lasses. One lot has been fed on farm feeds 
plus molasses only without a protein sup- 
plement. Then there is a lot that has been 
fed the farm feeds plus both molasses and 
a protein supplement. One lot of cattle has 
been self-fed molasses, all they would eat 
along with a full feed of corn and hay, an- 
other has been fed all feeds including hay, 
ground fine and mixed together and one 
lot has been fed ground barley instead of 
corn along with some molasses. 


In commenting on this experiment, W. H. 
Peters, Chief of the Animal Husbandry De- 


_ partment of the University says, “The Min- 


nesota Cattle Feeders’ Meeting” this year 
Should prove of unusual interest to beef 
cattle men throughout the State for two 
reasons: Ist, because this question of feed- 


ing molasses to fattening cattle is an im- 
portant one. Feeding molasses is now avail- 
able in nearly every part of the State. Mo- 
lasses is a very different type of feed than 
those to which the Minnesota feeder has 
been accustomed in the past. The results 
of this experiment will answer a number of 
portant questions about cattle fattening and 
molasses feeding that we have been unable 
to answer definitely in the past for lack of 
data. 2nd, the feeders’ meeting on May 7 
will be of interest this year because this 
year has been one of thost years when it 
has been difficult to make money feeding 
cattle. Several circumstances have operat- 
ed to cut profits. These factors will be dis- 
cussed in an effort to suggest plans for the 
future that will make the beef cattle feeder 
more certain of profits. 

In addition to the study and discussion of 
results of the feeding experiment, short 
talks will be given by E. F. Ferrin on the 
subject, “Hog Gains as a Factor Affecting 
Profits from Cattle Fattening’; by L. M. 
Winters on “The Value of Breeding in Beef 
Production”; by W. E. Morris on the “Pur- 
pose of the Minnesota Carload Baby Beef 
Contest”; by A. A. Dowell on “A Beef Pro- 
duction Policy for the Minnesota Farm” 
and by J. S. Montgomery on “Accomplish- 
ments of Cooperative Livestock Marketing.” 

Cattle raisers and cattle feeders are cord- 
ially invited to attend the meeting and to 
feel free to bring questions pertaining to 
cattle raising, cattle feeding and cattle 
marketing with them. Remember the date, 
Tuesday, May 7, 1929, 10:00 A. M. to 3:30 
P. M. at the Livestock Pavilion, University 
Farm, St. Paul, Minnesota.

Melt 3 tablespoons butter in a frying 
pan. Cut 4 slices bread in one-fourth inch 
slices and cut each slice into four squares, 
Lay these in the melted butter. Beat 4 
eggs well, add 1 teaspoon salt, 14 teaspoon 
pepper, and '% cupful milk. Pour this over 
the bread. Cook until brown on the bottom 
and turn with spatula, turning in sections, 
Serve very hot. 

Breakfast Mush. 

Pour 3% cupsful boiling water into the 
top of a double-boiler, add 11% teaspoons 
salt. Into this put 14 cupful rice which has 
been washed. Let this come to a boil. Add 
1 cupful yellow corn meal which has been 
mixed with 1 cupful cold water. Cook over 
direct heat for five minutes then over hot 
water one hour. Add more water if need- 
ed during the cooking. Serve with cream 
and sugar. 

Ham Toast. 

Beat 2 eggs well, add % cupful milk, % 
teaspoon pepper, % teaspoon mustard. To 
this add 2 cupfuls chopped, cooked ham and 
2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce. Heat this 
mixture thoroughly. Spread over slices of 
buttered toast. 

Breakfast Buns. 

Measure and sift together 2 cupsful bread 
flour, % cupful yellow corn meal, % cup- 
ful sugar, 3 teaspoons baking powder, and 
1 teaspoon salt. Beat 2 eggs well and add 
the milk. Blend in the flour mixture stirtt- 
ing constantly. Lastly add 4 tablespoons 
melted butter.

Care of the EWES and LAMBS

sg goer as the lamb is born the mucus 
should be wiped from its nose and mouth. 
Pinch off the umbilical cord about four 
inches from the body and place the lamb at 
the ewe’s nose before she has time to arise 
so that she can rest and give the lamb at- 
tention at the Same time. As soon as it is 
apparent that she intends to care for her 
lamb it is best to go away and leave them 
for about thirty minutes. During this time 
the ewe removes the mucus from the lambs 
body, which hastens drying. ; 

If the lamb is able to nurse without as- 
sistance all is usually well. Many times the 
lamb must be assisted to find the teat and 
nurse. It is important to get some milk 
into the lamb as soon as possible. Often 
the teat must be placed in the mouth of a 
‘weak lamb and some milk squeezed into its 
throat before its appetite is aroused. After 
a good fill of milk place the lamb where it 
will be kept warm and allowed a couple of 
hours sleep.—C. W. McDonald.

Creep Feeding Young Lambs. 

The cheapest gain and the highest rate 
of gain is secured while the lamb is very 
young. In producing lambs for market, 
they should be kept growing rapidly until 
they attain the desired market weight. 
There are two ways of feeding the lambs. 
First, indirectly through the ewes; second, 
directly by giving them grain and hay as 
soon as they will eat it. Both methods 
should be followed if the lambs are to be 
marketed by the time they are five months 


Lambs will begin to nibble at grain when 
about two weeks of age, and so at this time 
it is well to construct a creep or partition 
through which the lambs can pass but small 
enough that the ewes may not pass through. 
Place clean troughs for grain and racks for 
hay inside the creep. Sheep and particu- 
larly young lambs are very particular about 


their feed, and so the troughs should be 


cleaned every day. Any feed left in them 
may be fed to the ewes. Start the lambs at 
about two weeks of age by placing just a 
little grain in the bottom of the trough at 
first and gradually increase the amount as 
they begin to clean it up. About a month 
after they have started to eat grain they 
will usually take about one quarter pound 
per lamb daily. 

There are many feed combinations suit- 
able for starting the lambs. The following 
are suggested for lambs intended to be fat- 
tened out for market. All parts given are 
by weight: 

Ration No. 1—Cracked corn, 2 parts; 
crushed oats, 2 parts; bran, 2 parts; oil 
meal (pea sized), 1 part; legume hay. 

Ration No. 2—Cracked corn, 4 parts; 
crushed oats, 4 parts; oil meal, 1 part; le- 
gume hay.—C. W. McDonald. 


Feedinging the Ewe and Lamb. 

The Iowa Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion maintains a flock of around fifty high 
grade Hampshire ewes. These ewes are 
bred so as to lamb in late February and 
early March, a few “stragglers” lambing in 
early April. At the time these lambs are 
60 days old we are able to make them 
weigh an average of 56 pounds. Single 
lambs weigh at this age from 60 to 70 
pounds, twins averaging 45 to 50 pounds. 
These weights are possible by liberal feed- 
ing of the ewe and lamb. The ewes are 
fed the following ration: A grain mixture 
of corn, 60 pounds; oats, 30 pounds and 
linseed oilmeal, 10 pounds, fed at the rate 
of 2 to 2% pounds per ewe daily. Corn 
silage, all they will clean up, in the morn- 
ing, which runs between 5 to 6 pounds, al- 
falfa hay, at night, each ewe eating about 
2 pounds. Of course salt and fresh water 
are allowed at liberty. The lambs have ac- 
cess to corn, oats and linseed oilmeal in 
separate compartments of a feed trough in 
a creep. Since the ewes and lambs are on 
experimental feed, they are kept in dry 
lot until the lambs are 60 days old.—W. E. 
Hammond, Iowa Agricultural Exp. Station.

The number of chicks that we will have 
for market in the fall of the year depends 
to a great extent upon our success in brood- 
ing and rearing the chicks. The problems 
involved in brooding are numerous, and we 
have yet a great deal to learn in regard to 
the most successful methods. 

It is very discouraging indeed to have a 
successful hatch of chicks and then for 
some reason or another lose a large per- 
centage of them in brooding. One cannot 
say that there is only one method of brood- 
ing chicks successfully because it is hard 
to find any two people that apply the 
same methods in raising 
chicks. The human ele-

tion to the healthy stock. There are a num- 
ber of physical characteristics whereby one 
can readily distinguish the difference be- 
tween the weak chick and the strong vig- 
orous chick. First of all the eye of the 
young chick is active and alert when in 
a healthy condition. The young chick is 
solid in body development and the legs are 
well apart showing good development. 
Chicks with crow-shaped heads, shallow 
eyes, shrivelled and transparent shanks 
and emaciated body development should 
not be tolerated in the flock. In a number 
of instances we have known producers who 


ment enters into our 
methods of production 
and plays an important 
part in the success that 
we are going to attain.

the first factors that 
should be taken into

ly because they did not have the heart to 
kill them.

Disinfection of Incubators and Brooders. 
As an added precaution against trouble 
which may occur in brooding we would ad- 
vise that the incubator be disinfected daily 
during the hateh using a spray which will 
make a mist just visible to the eye. A dis- 
infectant with a formaldehyde base is rec- 
ommended and should be used at a strength 
of 5%. Experiments have proven that dis- 
ease can be transmitted through the incu- 


bator and that infection can take place very:

Where a large number of birds are kept on 
limited areas it is a good plan to cultivate 
the ground in order to overcome the haz- 
ards of disease that might be prevalent in 
the soil. Moving the brooder houses is a 
good way to keep the range in a fair con- 
dition. Some provision should be made to 
provide shade for the young stock. In hot 
days chicks will follow the shaded areas. 
Cornfields make good shaded areas. If nat- 


of the chick’s life and in the case of some of our com- 
mon chick diseases mortality arising from infection 
during the first twenty-four hours is extremely high. 
One should insist that the hatcheries from which the 
chicks are being obtained use as a_ precautionary 
measure against disease contamination some method 
of disinfecting the machine during the time of hatch- 
ing. It is also to be recommended that the brooder 
house be sprayed with a good disinfectant daily from 
the time the chicks are put into the brooder house un- 
til they are from four to five weeks old. Some pro- 
ducers use this method until the stock is mature, ap- 
plying it to the stock in the evening when they are 
roosting. This has kept various diseases in the flock 
to a minimum, and has reduced mortality to a very 
appreciable extent. We would advise that producers 
adopt this method as an added precaution against dis- 
ease contamination. 
Controlling Soil Contamination. 

We know that it is practically impossible to keep 
the soil entirely free from disease. We also know 
that it is next to impossible to disinfect the soil with 
any degree of success. When we apply chemicals to 
the soil the action of the soil on the chemicals is very 
rapid and makes the chemicals practically valueless. 
There is no absolute disinfectant for the soil. The 
best procedure is to plough the ground thoroughly 
several times during the season giving the sun access 
to the ground in order to keep the disease bacteria at 
a minimum. 

_. Spring Management of the Chicks. 

Chicks make the cheapest and most rapid gains 

when they are young. It is therefore essential that

use of boards and sacks. In some instances 
the houses can be raised a sufficient height 
to enable the birds to go under the house. 
It is necessary that the air be permitted to 
circulate freely underneath. 
Roosting. 

Early roosting of chicks prevents them 
from crowding at night and prevents them 
from smothering. Losses from so-called 
piling occur very often when brooding 
chicks. In the case of the very young chicks 
it is a good plan to keep a small light bulb 
in the brooder house if electric light is 
available. If it is not available a lantern, 
well protected, can be used satisfactorily. 
Light has a tendency to reduce piling with 
the very young chicks. When the chicks are 
old enough to roost the roosts should: be 
constructed in the back of the house from 
eight to ten inches above the floor. It is 
advisable to place a fine mesh wire under- 
neath to keep the chicks from falling 
through or from crowding on the floor un- 
der the roosts. Chicks of the same age 
should be grown together. Chicks of dif- 
ferent ages should not be kept together if 
it is at all possible to make the necessary 
arrangements, to keep them separate. 

It is not economy to try to save equip- 
ment or labor by following practices of 
rearing all sizes together. One can study 
the growth and development of the chicks 
better if they are from the same hatch and 
provisions can be made for adequate feed 
and the selection of pullets in the fall is al- 
so made much easier.

quently appeals to the eye of the novice, but it does 
not help the business in the long run to have beginners 
start out with highly-conditioned individuals that lack 
the essentials fundamental to the make-up of “feq| 
ones.” 


“Starvation rations” not only tend to make small size 
but small prices and delayed selling of surplus. Such 
feeding does not permit even the owner to form a prop- 
er estimate as to the outcome of his young things. This 
point is of great importance to the breeder who js 
striving to breed each succeeding generation better 
than the one preceding it. 


Our Middle West is naturally a draft-horse country, 
because where the soil has been well taken care of it 
grows the legumes, clover and alfalfa, also good blue- 
grass for pasture, timothy, oats, and corn. No doubt 
it is often advisable to feed in limited amounts such 
by-products as bran. However, outstanding, good in- 
dividuals have been grown on a farm-grown ration. 

Colts thrive the best when the rations contain con- 
siderable variety in kinds of feed and proper quality 
and quantity of nutrients. Some of the best-grown 
ones at maturity have been handled during the fall and 
winter in about the following manner. One good feed 
of legume hay per day, preferably in the evening, ac- 
cess during the day to a bluegrass pasture which was 
allowed to rest and grow during the latter part of the 
summer, and a chance to eat whatever they wish in the 
way of good corn stover or bright oats straw. The 
amount of grain will vary with respect to individuals, 
and where one wishes to do a real high class job of 
feeding, the grain ration should be given individually. 
A bone and muscle-making roughage cuts down ma- 
terially on the grain requirement. 

Oats is a splendid grain feed, and so is corn when 
used in connection with the legume hays which are rich 
in protein and mineral matter, especially calcium. The 
eye of the feeder will have to tell him how much grain 
will be required along with his pasture, alfalfa and 
clover hay, corn stover, oats straw, and similar rough- 
ages. 

The importance of having good pastures cannot be 
over-estimated. Good pure breds will, however, more 
than likely make profitable returns from being fed 4 
reasonable amount of grain on pasture. This I may 
say is done, particularly with young stallions, with 
painstaking care even in sections where oats grow 
heaviest and the pastures are considered among the 
best in the world. If intended for show or sale as yeal- 
lings or two-year-olds, it will undoubtedly be requ! 
Oats, when fed whole to colts running on grass, do nt 
seem to digest as thoroughly as they should; at least

Crushing 
will eliminate this trouble and quite a num- 
ber of breeders think highly of it. A few 
ears of corn as extra feed in connection 
with good pasture work well in practice. 
The liberal feeding of green corn when the’ 
pastures dry up helps to tide over a spell 
in the summer when, due to hot weather 
and flies, young stuff is likely not only to: 
stop gaining but even to lose some of the 
weight put on in the spring and early sum- 
mer. 

Liberal feed, good water, and regular 
salting, together with unrestricted oppor- 
tunity, to exercise, grow youngsters that 
are well worth while to use and look at 
when mature. For stuff that is running 
out, not much grooming from the stand- 
point of health is required. When an ani- 
mal is being fitted for show or sale, ap- 
pearance is of more importance, but even 
then it should not be discriminated against 
for showing a little of the roughness inci- 
dent to a healthy out-door existence, pro- 
vided it is right in the essentials. Groom- 
ing may be passed over as mentioned 
above; proper leveling of the feet with a 
rasp every few weeks should never be 
avoided. Even if one is short-handed, care 
of the feet should not be neglected.
